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INIRODICTION 


ADMIRAL  DEWEY  STORE  CARDS  AND  RELATED  ITEMS 


George  Dewey  holds  a unique  position  in  the 
annals  of  American  numismatics.  Although  the  total  output 
of  tokens  and  medals  honoring  George  Washington  and 
Abraham  Lincoln  (and  possibly  others)  is  higher  than  that 
for  Dewey,  the  issuance  of  those  pieces  was  spread  out  over 
a period  of  many  decades.  Practically  all  of  the  pieces  relat- 
ing to  Dewey  were  issued  during  a period  of  less  than  three 
years. 


This  metal-rimmed  celluloid  piece  with  a revolving 
reverse  provided  the  owner  with  a schedule  for  the 
September,  1899  events  honoring  Admiral  Dewey’s 
visit  to  New  York  City. 


On  1 May  1898,  shortly  after  the  declaration  of 
war  between  the  United  States  and  Spain,  Admiral  Dewey, 
a relati\ely  unknown  naval  officer,  sailed  into  Manila  Bay 
and  launched  an  attack  against  the  Spanish.  Within  si,\ 
hours  Ins  ships  captured  or  sunk  the  entire  Spanish  Pacific 
fleet,  without  the  loss  of  a single  American. 

Following  his  victory.  Admiral  Dewey  returned  to 
the  United  States.  He  was,  indeed,  the  hero  of  the  day 
There  were  celebrations,  receptions,  and  parades  in  many 
cities,  all  honoring  the  “man  of  the  hour.”  Anything  and 
everything  possible  was  created  bearing  his  image,  includ- 
ing bars  of  soap,  furniture,  china,  mantle  clocks,  trade 
cards  and  other  advertising  items,  pinback  buttons,  silver 
spoons,  and  toys.  And,  of  course,  there  w'ere  tokens  and 
medals. 


Dewey  cards  were  collected  practically  from  the 
time  they  were  issued,  along  with  other  tokens  of  the  era. 
Benjamin  P.  Wright’s  catalog,  American  Business  Tokens, 
which  was  published  in  the  pages  of  The  Numismatist 
between  January’  of  1898  and  December  of  1901,  included 
five  Dewey  tokens:  Dakins  Business  Institute,  Hopkins  Co., 
Kirkmans  Borax  Soap,  Syracuse  Chilled  Plow  Co.,  and 
Union  Clothing  Co.  Interestingly,  all  are  New  York  mer- 
chants and  three  of  the  five  are  from  Syracuse. 

The  first  catalog  of  Dewey  store  cards  appeared  in 
the  March  1939  issue  of  The  Numismatist  Just  forty  years 
after  Deyvey’s  triumphant  return  to  the  United  States  in 
1899.  Written  by  William  Deyvey,  a descendent  of  the 
famous  admiral,  it  described  eighteen  pieces.  In  1972, 
again  in  The  Numismatist,  an  expanded  catalog  yvas 
published.  That  effort,  which  yvas  compiled  by  William 
Deyvey,  George  Fuld,  and  Arlie  Slabaugh,  is  referred  to 
simply  as  DFS  in  this  catalog.  Listings  of  many  Deyvey 
store  cards  are  also  found  in  Russell  Rulau’s  Standard 
Catalog  of  United  States  Tokens  1700-1900  (noyv  in  its  4th 
edition). 


One  of  the  dilemmas  facing  anyone  attempting  to 
catalog  a series  of  tokens  is  deciding  yvhat  to  include  and 
yvhat  to  leave  out.  In  the  case  of  Admiral  Deyvey  store  cards 
the  cataloger  is  faced  with  an  especially  daunting  task, 
since  many  of  the  items  previously  cataloged  by  Deyvey, 
Fuld.  and  Slabaugh  do  not  belong,  in  the  vieyv  of  some 
collectors.  In  the  first  place,  quite  a feyy  of  the  tokens  yvere 
issued  holed.  The  intent  yvas  that  they  be  yvorn  on  a lapel, 
suspended  from  a ribbon,  as  a statement  of  one’s  patriotism 
and  to  honor  the  hero,  Admiral  Dewey.

The  Philadelphia  Press  issued  this  unusual 
advertising  card,  which  is  nearly  4”  in  diameter.  The 
reverse  pictures  President  McKinley  in  the  center,  with 
Dewey,  Sampson,  Schley,  Miles,  Shatter,  and  Hobson 
around. 


Other  tokens  in  the  series  are  never  found  holed 
And  one  piece,  issued  by  a merchant  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  is 
found  both  holed  and  unholed. 

These  holed  tokens  were  obviously  also  intended 
as  advertising  items,  and  for  that  reason  they  unquestion- 
ably qualify  as  store  cards.  So  far  so  good.  But  what  of 
tokens  such  as  those  issued  in  1899  for  the  Iowa  State  Fair 
and  the  Greater  America  Exposition,  held  in  Omaha,  Neb- 
raska? Are  they  store  cards  or  merely  souvenirs  of  those 
events?  They  are  included  in  the  1972  The  Numismatist 
catalog  with  the  comment  that  they  “appear  to  have  been 
intended  primarily  as  advertising  items.” 

The  Iowa  State  Fair  piece  fits  in  the  series  very 
nicely,  due  to  its  size  and  appearance.  On  the  other  hand.

the  Omalui  token  is  only  18iniu,  which  is  quite  a bit 
smaller  than  any  of  the  other  cards  listed  by  DFS  It  is 
listed  here  because  of  its  inclusion  in  the  DFS  catalog 
Rulau  also  lists  a couple  of  ISnini  tokens.  They  arc 
included  in  this  catalog  as  well.  and.  ITc  added  a few  more 
18mm  tokens  which  are  similar  in  shlc  and  usage. 
Undoubtedly  there  arc  others. 

And,  what  about  the  celluloid  items  issued  by 
Time  Somenir  Company  and  World  Time  Company  of 
New  York  City'’  They  were  all  issued  for  advertising  pur- 
poses, c\cn  though  the  Time  Somcnir  piece  is  found  holed 
and  suspended  from  a ribbon  with  a top  bar  reading  “Sou- 
\enir.”  The  World  Time  pieces  arc  not  holed. 

Finally,  there  are  the  two  large  pieces  produced  by 
James  Murdock.  Jr.,  the  well  known  Cincinnati  die  sinker, 
one  of  which  ad\ertises  Murdock’s  business  and  the  other 
issued  by  the  Samuel  Ward  Company  of  Boston.  These 
could  be  argued  either  way.  Certainly  they  are  nothing  like 
what  most  collectors  consider  store  cards.  And,  on  the 
surface,  because  of  their  large  size  and  the  fact  that  they  are 
suspended  from  pinback  hangers,  they  certainly  don’t  seem 
to  qualify.  However,  they  do  ad\ertisc  merchants.  And,  as 
mentioned  abo\e,  other  pieces  in  the  series  were  issued 
holed,  to  be  suspended  from  ribbons  or  pinbacks. 

The  Murdock  pieces  have  been  variously  referred 
to  as  hanging  badges,  shell  badges,  pinbacks,  and  medal- 
lions. On  the  ob^’erse  inscription  of  the  Samuel  Ward  piece. 
It  is  referred  to  as  a badge.  However,  on  Murdock’s  own 
piece  it  is  called  a "bronze  medallion.” 

Items  similar  to  the  Dewey  pieces  were  made  by 
Murdock  as  presidential  campaign  items  for  William 
McKinley.  Lot  251  of  the  May  1997  Presidential  Coin  and 
Antique  Company  sale  lists  one  such  badge.  It  has  an 
embossed  bust  of  Mckinley  on  one  side.  The  other  side  is 
printed  cardboard  which  informs  the  reader  that  “The  first 
requisite  of  an  advertisement  is  to  be  seen.  The  second  is  to 
indicate  its  purpose  at  sight.  Send  your  advertising  to  us 
and  we  will  cover  these  points  as  effectively  as  does  this 
badge.  J.  Walter  Thompson  Co.  Times  Building  New 
York” 

The  Dewey  badges  certainly  should  be  considered 
ad\ertising  items.  William  Dewey  included  the  Samuel 
Ward  Company  piece  in  his  1939  catalog,  with  the  com- 
ment that  “this  token  easily  wins  all  laurels  for  originality' 
and  size  in  this  series.  A card  of  this  character  must  have 
received  a genuine  reception  at  the  hands  of  those  who 
follow  the  spectacular.  Made  to  wear  upon  the  person,  this 
badge  might  easily  be  identified  a hundred  or  more  feet 
from  the  wearer.”  In  the  later  DFS  work  it  was  excluded, 
“since  it  is  more  of  a street  badge  to  attach  to  the  clothing 
than  as  an  advertisement.”

Why  Is  a

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Throughout  the  country,  numerous  merchants  circulated 
trade  cards  honoring  Admiral  Dewey  and,  of  course, 
promoting  their  business  or  product. 

Some  collectors  will  undoubtedly  question  my 
decision  to  include  items  such  as  those  mentioned  abo\  e in 
this  catalog.  My  feeling  is  that  each  of  us  must  decide  what 
fits  into  his  collection  and  what  does  not.  By  including 
them  herein,  at  least  the  reader  will  be  aware  of  their  exis- 
tence. 

It  should  be  noted  that  although  the  subject  matter 
of  this  catalog  is  Admiral  Dewey,  I have  considered  the 
side  of  the  token  w ith  the  merchant  or  company  advertising 
on  It  to  be  the  obverse.  Thus,  the  side  depicting  Admiral 
Dewey  will,  in  most  cases,  be  the  reverse  (the  only  tokens 
with  Dewey’s  bust  on  the  obverse  are  Kann’s  of  Washing- 
ton, D.C.;  the  Trans-Mississippi  and  International  Exposi- 
tion token  of  Omaha,  Nebraska,  and  the  Wm.  Vetter  tokens 
of  Cincinnati,  Ohio). 

The  catalog  which  follows  is  arranged  in  alpha- 
betical order  by  state,  and  within  the  state  by  town  and  then 
by  merchant.  The  first  line  (or  lines)  of  each  listing  is  the 
exact  obverse  description  of  that  token.  The  next  line  (or 
lines)  is  indented,  and  is  the  exact  rc\ersc  description.  The 
last  line  gives  the  catalog  designation,  the  metal,  and  the 
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During  the  late  1890s  the  D.L.  Milliken  Advertising  Novelty 
Company  of  Malden,  Massachusetts  produced  advertising 
notes  for  numerous  merchants  in  New  England.  This  one, 
issued  by  a company  in  New  Hampshire,  has  a clever  patri- 
otic inscription  on  the  advertising  side  and  Milliken’s  pop- 
ular “Patriots’  Bank”  design  on  the  other. 

size  of  the  token.  If  it  is  holed  or  has  a reeded  edge,  that  is 
so  indicated.  And,  if  the  piece  is  listed  in  the  Rulau  and/or 
The  Numismatist  catalogs,  those  references  are  given  as 
Rulau  or  DFS  (Dewey-Fuld-Slabaugh)  numbers. 

On  the  last  line  I have  also  given  my  opinion  of 
that  token’s  rarity,  as  follows:  Common,  Scarce,  Very 
Scarce,  or  Rare.  1 have  not  attempted  to  quantify  these 
designations;  they  are  merely  given  to  help  collectors  assess 
the  relative  merits  of  each  piece.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  a 
“Common”  token  should  not  be  difficult  to  locate.  At  the 
other  end  of  the  spectrum,  not  more  than  a few  e.xamplcs  of 
a token  designated  “Rare”  are  known  to  me. 


Below  the  description  lines  are  comments  relating 
to  the  token  and  brief  historical  notations  (when  such  infor- 
mation could  be  located)  concerning  the  issuing  company 
or  merchant.  The  historical  data  has  been  gleaned  from  a 
search  through  city  directories,  R.  G.  Dun  and  Company 
Mercantile  Agency  reference  books,  Bradstreet  directories, 
and,  of  course,  Internet  searches.  When  known,  the  period 
during  which  a business  operated  is  included.  These  dales 
are  not  necessarily  the  only  years  the  merchant  was  in 
business,  but  merely  the  periods  of  time  that  have  been 
documented. 

Following  the  catalog  is  an  alphabetical  index  by 
merchant  or  company  name.  This  will  facilitate  locating 
any  token  in  the  catalog,  and  might  also  scivc  the  collector 
as  a convenient  check  list. 

Catalogs  such  as  this  arc  nc\cr  complete,  and  1 
feel  certain  that  previously  uiiknowh  Admiral  Dewey 
tokens  will  be  discovered  over  time.  This  is  part  of  the

Other  medals  and  badges  emanated  from  the  May  1899  Peace  Jubilee  which  was  held  in  Washington.  D C.  A 
38mm  medal  with  a bust  of  Dewey  is  listed  by  Rulau  as  Was  32.

Solomon  Kann  went  in  business  in  1859,  opening  a department  store  on  South  Broadway  Street  in 
Baltimore.  His  three  sons  (Louis,  Sigmund,  and  Simon)  became  involved  in  the  enterprise,  and  eventually 
the  name  was  changed  to  S.  Kann’s  Sons  & Company.  In  the  early  1890s  a second  store  was  opened,  on 
Pennsylvania  Avenue  at  the  corner  of  8th  Street  N.W.  in  Washington,  D C.  The  stores  were  generally 
referred  to  by  customers  simply  as  Kann’s  Department  Store.  In  1905  the  Baltimore  establishment  was  sold, 
but  the  Kann  family  continued  to  run  the  Washington  store  for  many  years. 

Since  the  wording  on  the  token  is  “STORES”  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  the  token  was  used  to  advertise  both 
locations.

This  clothing  and  men’s  furnishings  store  operated  until  the  1940s,  and  possibly  later.  Dave  and  Dick’s 
issued  another  token  ha\  ing  the  same  “good  for’’  obverse  but  with  a bust  of  George  Washington  on  the 
reverse.  On  this  token,  the  town  and  state  name  appear  beneath  the  bust.  Thanks  to  Tom  Wall,  who 
pro\  ided  the  attribution

Rulau  lists  this  piece  in  brass  and  gilt  copper.  He  also  duplicates  the  listing  as  Chi  C99.  All  e.xamples  that  I 
have  e.xamined  have  been  brass. 

The  two  varieties  listed  above  were  struck  with  slightly  different  obverse  dies.  On  IL-lOa  there  is  no  line  at 
each  side  of  the  first  word  “For.”  The  line  under  “Nerves”  on  IL-lOa  touches  the  period  after  “Chicago,” 
while  on  IL-lOb  it  is  further  aw'ay.  And.  IL-lOa  has  a plain  edge  while  on  IL-lOb  the  edge  is  reeded.

As  the  token’s  inscription  suggests,  Bucklen  promoted  patent  medicines.  In  addition  to  his  Electric  Bitters 
for  “coughs,  colds  and  all  lung  troubles,”  he  offered  Dr.  Kings  New  Life  Pills,  Dr.  Kings  New  Discovery  for 
Consumption,  and  Bucklen’s  Arnica  Salve  Compound.  The  company,  which  was  located  at  275-277 
Michigan  Avenue  in  Chicago  (until  about  1914,  when  it  relocated  to  St.  Louis),  offered  a 32  page  booklet 
titled  Dr.  King ’s  Guide  to  Health  Household  Instructor,  and  Family  Prize  Cookbook  for  ten  cents.  It 
included  glowing  testimonial  letters  from  satisfied  customers,  plus  medical  advice,  descriptions  of  the 
company’s  products,  cooking  recipes,  and  a potpourri  of  other  “useful”  information.  The  trade  card 
illustrated  above  is  from  the  collection  of  Ben  Swanson.

This  piece  was  issued  suspended  from  a red,  white,  and  blue  striped  ribbon  and  a brass  top  pinback  bar  with 
the  word  SOUVENIR  across  it. 

One  of  the  many  dignitaries  who  attended  the  1899  Chicago  Fall  Festival  was  Mexican  Vice  President 
Ignacio  Mariscal,  who  assisted  William  McKinley  in  laying  the  cornerstone  for  the  new  Federal  Building. 

The  purpose  of  Marical’s  visit  was  to  promote  business  relationships  between  Mexico  and  Illinois.

This  clothing  business,  which  was  owned  by  Morris  Grieshcimer  and  W.  B.  Tutcuer,  operated  on  the 
southeast  corner  of  Clark  and  Lake  streets  under  the  name  Griesheimer  and  Company.  Strangely  enough, 
during  the  same  time,  Morris  Griesheimer  and  a man  by  the  name  of  Louis  Strauss  were  partners  in  another 
clothing  store  which  was  located  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Clark  and  Lake  streets.  This  business  operated 
as  M.  Griesheimer  and  Company.

Joseph  Schmidt,  in  “19th  Century  Illinois  Exonumia”  (published  in  December  1977  as  a TAMS  Journal 
supplement)  lists  this  token,  and  the  token  of  Griesheimer  & Co.  cataloged  above,  in  both  gilt  and  gilt 
copper.  I assume  these  tokens  were  only  struck  in  gilted  brass,  and  that  Rulau’s  catalog  numbers  Chi  70  and 
Chi  72  were  based,  in  error,  on  the  Schmidt  listings.

Founded  in  1866  by  Christian  H.  Hanson,  this  firm  became  a leading  manufacturer  of  tokens,  medals, 
badges,  etc.  An  1883  business  directory  gives  the  firm’s  address  as  36-38  Clark  Street.  By  the  late  1890s 
they  had  either  relocated  to  44  Clark  Street,  the  address  on  the  token,  or  their  previous  location  had  been 
renumbered.  The  company  is  still  in  business,  but  no  longer  produces  numismatic  items.  Headquartered  in 
Naperville,  Illinois,  its  primary  activity  is  commercial  printing. 

Hanson’s  Dewey  die  was  utilized,  not  only  in  the  production  of  store  cards  for  other  merchants,  but  also  for 
various  tokens  and  badges  issued  to  commemorate  events  honoring  the  admiral.

Albert  O.  and  Charles  R.  McLain,  owners  of  the  commission  brokerage  firm  bearing  their  name,  were 
expelled  from  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  in  June  1900  for  “bucket  trading”  (this  term  is  used  to  define 
certain  illegal  practices  by  stockbrokers,  such  as  defrauding  customers  by  taking  orders  but  not  executing 
them  immediately).  Ten  years  later  Charles  was  living  in  Canon,  Colorado  and  working  as  a real  estate 
agent,  and  by  1920  he  was  living  in  Denver  and  once  again  making  a living  as  a stockbroker. 

The  initials  on  the  token  are  for  Chicago  Milwaukee  & St.  Paul  Railway,  per  Rulau,  who  comments 
“McLain  Bros,  apparently  arranged  an  ‘Admiral  Dewey  Excursion’  by  rail  from  Chicago  to  Omaha.  The 
building  depicted  appears  to  be  Chicago’s  famed  Union  Station.”

Although  he  never'entered  the 
race,  this  numismatic  memento  of  the  possibility  exists.  It  was  issued  with  a long  stickpin  attached. 

The  Patent  Record,  a monthly  magazine,  was  a venture  of  Victor  Justice  Evans,  a patent  attorney  whose 
office  was  located  in  Washington,  D C.  Evans,  who  was  in  business  from  1898  to  1931,  advertised  his 
ser\’ices  extensively  in  various  magazines  such  as  Popular  Mechanics.  His  practice  was  obviously  ver>' 
successful,  and  he  had  branch  offices  in  Chicago,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  and  San  Francisco

The  building  burned  to  the  ground  in  1761  but  was  rebuilt  the  following  year.  In  1806  its  size  was  doubled, 
and  a third  floor  added.

An  1889  book  and  stationery  trade  directory  gives  the  address  of  Samuel  Ward  Company,  Incorporated  as 
184  Devonshire  Street  in  Boston.  Evidently  the  company  expanded  to  New  York  sometime  during  the  next 
nine  years.  The  business  is  described  as  a wholesale  and  retail  manufacturer,  stationer,  blank  book  maker, 
bookseller,  envelope  manufacturer,  and  manufacturer  of  ink. 

Dewey  attained  the  rank  of  Admiral  on  8 March  1899,  so  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  this  piece  was  issued 
after  that  date.  On  the  similar  piece  issued  by  Murdock  to  advertise  his  own  business,  Dewey’s  rank  is 
shown  as  “Rear  Admiral,”  so  it  was  no  doubt  issued  somewhat  earlier.

Sixteen  years  later  the  company  was 
incorporated  as  the  Excelsior  Manufacturing  Company,  and  in  1895  it  was  reorganized  as  Charter  Oak 
Stove  and  Range  Company.  During  that  time  the  business  was  located  at  612-618  North  Main  Street  in  St.

In  addition  to  Charter  Oak  stoves,  which  were  produced  until  1949,  the  company  also  manufactured  sto\  e 
accessories,  cast  iron  cookware,  and  various  other  products.

Following  the  successful  Trans-Mississippi  and  International  Exposition  in  1898,  a group  of  investors 
raised  enough  money  to  purchase  the  grounds  where  the  1898  event  was  held,  with  the  idea  of  holding  a 
second  exposition  there.  The  Greater  America  Exposition  opened  on  1 July  1899,  and  there  were  seventy 
thousand  admissions  the  first  week.  It  remained  open  until  3 1 October.  Despite  its  initial  success  the  event 
was  a commercial  failure;  it  ended  in  bankruptcy,  with  approximately  seven  hundred  creditors.

Whitehead  & Hoag  was  also  the  first  manufacturer 
of  celluloid  pinback  buttons,  having  patented  the  process  in  1896.  After  the  founders  retired,  the  business 
was  continued  by  their  sons,  Ray  Whitehead  and  Phillip  O.  Hoag.  The  firm  merged  with  the  Bastian 
Brothers  Company  of  Rochester,  New  York  in  1959

According  to  DFS  the  company,  Kirkman  and  Son,  Inc.,  claimed  “that  there  were  100,000  pieces  struck  over  a period 
long  enough  to  distribute  such  a quantity  through  their  sales  people.” 

It  is  not  unusual  to  find  this  token  with  a red,  white,  and  blue  ribbon  through  the  hole.  Undoubtedly  this  was 
done  so  the  piece  could  be  hung  from  the  lapel  of  the  owner’s  coat.  I have  also  seen  an  example  of  the  token 
suspended  from  a brass  pinback  in  the  shape  of  an  eagle  with  wings  spread. 

The  company  was  established  in  1837  and  was  purchased  by  Coalgate-Palmolive  in  1929.  Kirkman  soap 
products  continued  to  be  offered  until  the  mid-1950s.  A trade  card  with  the  following  poem  shows  Kirkman ’s 
address  as  30  Catharine  Street,  New  York.

Three  ob\'erse  and  fn  e reverse  minor  die  varieties  of  this  piece  were  recorded  by  DFS.  The  token  was  issued 
suspended  by  links  from  a gilted  copper  pinback  bar  with  the  words  WORK  AND  WIN  across  it,  although  e.xamplcs 
with  the  pinback  bar  still  attached  are  seldom  encountered. 


Fred  Fearnot  was  the  hero  of  the  popular  dime  no\  el  series,  Work  and  H'in,  “An  Interesting  Weekly  for  Young 
America.”  1382  issues  of  u hich  were  published  by  Frank  Tousey  of  New  York  City  between  9 December  1898  and 
29  May  1925.  According  to  DFS,  50,000  tokens  w ere  struck,  and  in  1899  they  were  offered  by  mail  to  readers  of  the 
magazine  for  six  cents  in  postage  stamps.  In  1900  readers  were  offered,  for  ten  cents  each,  a token  combining  the 
Fred  Fearnot  die  used  to  strike  the  token  described  above  with  a die  featuring  a bust  of  E\elyn  Baylor,  the  series 
heroine.  This  token  is  quite  a bit  scarcer  than  the  Dewey  piece

The  Union  Clothing  Company  also  issued  an  advertising  token  dated  1890  to  promote  their  “honest  values.”  In 
1893  they  published  a sixty-four  page  book  titled  Useful  Information  For  Daily  Use,  which  they  gave  away  to 
customers.  It  included  a calendar,  antidotes  for  poisons,  facts  for  builders,  tables  of  weights  and  measures,  and  much 
more.  And,  on  every  other  page  there  was  an  advertisement  for  the  company,  which  was  located  at  the  corner  of 
Main  and  Water  streets. 

Per  Rulau,  “Union  Clothing  & Tailoring  Co.  appears  in  the  1890  directories,  but  not  the  1900  ones.  In  the  1902 
directoiy  it  is  called  Union  Credit  Clothing  Co.  and  is  owned  by  the  Rose  Brothers.”

There  is  a variety  of  this  token  \\  hich  is  struck  with  similar  but  different  ob\  erse  and  reverse  dies.  Listed  b\  DES 
as  26b,  it  has  a period  after  the  town  name  instead  of  comma. 

I ha\  e seen  a Syracuse  Chilled  Plow  Co.  store  card  suspended  from  a brass  pinback  in  the  shape  of  a eagle  with 
wings  spread  pinback.  It  is  an  interesting  example  of  how  the  holed  tokens  were  worn. 

On  24  March  1874  John  S.  Robinson  patented  a process,  which  was  possibly  iinentcd  by  Harr>  Wiard,  for 
“chilling  and  carbonizing  plow  mould  boards  and  other  castings.”  He  established  The  Robinson  Chilled  Plow 
Company  in  1876  to  manufacture  plows  utilizing  this  process.  Three  years  later  the  name  was  changed  to  The 
Syracuse  Chilled  Plow  Company,  and  by  the  early  1900s  the  business  was  turning  an  annual  profit  of  nearly 
$200,000.  In  1911  the  company  was  purchased  by  Deere  and  Company  (better  know  n as  John  Deere)  for  o\er 
$400,000  in  stock  and  nearly  a million  dollars  in  cash. 

At  the  1900  Paris  E.xposition  the  company  won  a gold  medal,  and  they  issued  tokens  to  commemorate  the  e\ent 
(see  Rulau  Syr  33  and  Syr  34).

This  embossed  shell  card  was  issued  suspended  from  a brass  pinback  in  the  shape  of  an  eagle  with  wings  spread. 
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James  Murdock  liad  a long  career  as  a die  sinker  In  1861,  after  a period  of  employment  with  another  well 
known  Cincinnati  die  sinker,  John  Stanton,  he  went  into  business  on  his  own  11c  later  formed  a partnership  with 
William  W,  Spencer  and  purchased  Stanton's  business,  riic  partnership  was  short-lived,  and  by  1870  Murdock  had 
purchased  Spencer's  share  in  the  business  In  the  early  1900s  the  firm  became  known  as  James  Murdock  Jr  & 
Company,  and  later  as  Murdock  Stamp  and  Specialty  Company. 

Murdock  is  very  well  known  to  numismatists  as  a manufacturer  of  numerous  Civil  War  tokens,  and  later  as  a 
maker  of  embossed  shell  cards,  trade  tokens,  medals,  coal  nunc  and  lumber  company  scrip,  etc.  His  business  w as 
purchased  by  Wiley  Osborne  (Osborne  Register  Company)  in  1920,  but  it  is  still  listed  in  the  1930  Donnellev's 
Industrial  Directory  as  Murdock  Stamp  & Specialty  Company. 

In  recognition  of  his  \ ictory  at  Manila  Bay,  Commodore  Dewey  was  made  rear  admiral,  the  rank  shown  on  this 
piece,  on  13  May  1898.  Interestingly,  on  the  similar  Samuel  Ward  Company  piece  from  Boston,  also  produced  by 
Murdock,  Dewey  is  referred  to  simply  as  "Admiral,”  a rank  he  attained  on  8 March  1899.  By  act  of  Congress,  on  2 
March  1899  the  rank  of  “Admiral  of  the  Na\y”  was  created.  Dewey  was  so  connnissioned  on  24  March  1903.  and  it 
was  made  rctroaclh  e to  2 March  1899.  He  was  the  only  person  to  ever  be  designated  as  such.

There  are  two  obverse  die  varieties.  An  easy  to  tell  them  apart  is  by  the  surname  “Miles”  under  his  bust;  on  one 
variety  the  letter  “M”  touches  the  border,  while  on  the  other  it  does  not. 

Per  DFS,  William  J.  Schultz,  a numismatist  in  Cincinnati,  contacted  Vetter  and  was  informed  that  he  ga\  e the 
tokens,  which  were  struck  by  James  Murdock,  Jr.,  to  Ins  saloon  customers  m 1898.  In  1938  Vetter  was  still  operating 
a cafe  at  the  address  on  his  token.  Murdock’s  son  recalled  the  tokens,  and  told  Schultz  that  “all  the  old  dies  were 
sold  for  junk  at  auction.” 

I have  not  seen  the  brass  piece.  It  is  listed  by  DFS  as  such,  but  they  quote  Schultz  as  say  ing  the  tokens  were 
struck  in  aluminum  and  brass  plated.”  They  also  mention  a 1937  Schultz  price  list,  w here  an  e.xample  is  described 
as  “brass,  gold  plated.”

“Elixer,”  and  Rulau  repeats  the  error.  It  is  not  known  whether  the  token  cataloged  by  Lipscomb  was  holed  or 
unholed.

Gibson  Lamb  Cranmer,  in  his  1902  History  of  Wheeling  City  and  Ohio  County,  West  Virginia  and 
Representative  Citizens,  writes  “Seaton  Alexander  started  in  the  shoe  business  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  had 
se\en  years  experience  in  that  business  before  he  located  in  Wheeling.  After  settling  in  Wheeling  he  worked  for  the 
J.  H.  Locke  Shoe  Company  for  a period  of  eight  years,  and  in  November,  1889,  engaged  in  business  for  himself, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Alexander  & Company  , being  associated  with  the  Vance  Shoe  Company  until  1899.  At  that 
time  he  took  George  J.  Mathison  into  partnership,  and  they  are  now  doing  business  at  No.  1049  Main  Street.  Mr. 
Ale.xander's  store  is  purely  retail,  and  is  the  largest  store  of  the  kind  in  Wheeling.  He  carries  an  immense  stock, 
w hich  occupies  the  space  of  two  floors.  Ten  people  are  emplo>  ed  regularly  to  assist  him.  and  on  Saturdays  and 
during  the  busiest  seasons  fi\  e or  six  extra  hands  arc  engaged.  This  firm  also  owns  and  operates  the  Walko\  er  Shoe 
Company  at  No.  1351  Market  Street.”  Seaton  was  a founder  of  the  Retail  Shoe  Salesmen’s  Institute,  and  in  1920 
served  as  a consultant  to  that  organization.  His  business  was  still  going  strong  in  1941.

The  Milwaukee  Carnival  was  held  27-30  June  1899.  It  was  the  second  such  event,  the  first  being  held  the 
previous  year  to  celebrate  the  50th  anniversary  of  Wisconsin’s  statehood.  According  to  an  Internet  article  by  the 
Milwaukee  Public  Libraiy,  the  1899  Carnival  was  described  in  a newspaper  as  follows:  "The  Carnival  is  a unique 
institution.  It  is  not  organized  for  the  purpose  of  bleeding  a gullible  public.  It  is  organized  purely  and  simply  to 
gi\  e the  people  a good  time.  It  is  Milwaukee’s  contribution  to  the  amusement  of  the  world.”  The  day  this  picture 
was  taken,  June  28,  events  included  a floral  parade  with  75  decorated  carriages  reviewed  by  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
then  go\  ernor  of  New  York.  There  were  also  masked  parades,  concerts  and  a boxing  tournament.  Besides  being  a 
summer  outing  that  attracted  more  than  100,000  visitros,  the  carnival  provided  a great  way  to  laud  Milwaukee  as  a 
good  place  to  live  and  work.”

It  was  the  first  company  in 
Wisconsin  to  do  aluminum  fabricating.  Among  the  many  items  it  manufactured  was  an  aluminum  set  of  playing 
cards  for  the  1904  St.  Louis  World’s  Fair.  The  firm  w'ent  through  various  name  changes  and  mergers,  eventually 
becoming  the  Mirro  Company. 
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Issued  by  the  Aluininuin  Manufacturing  Company,  this  1902  advertising  calendar  is,  appropriately  enough, 
made  of  aluminum.

“Maine  to  California”  1 assume  they  had  an  office  or  sales  agent  in  this  country,  probably  in  New  England,  but  so  far 
I have  not  been  able  to  substantiate  this  theory .

The  “Our  Countn  ’s  Pride”  reverse  die  utilized  to  strike  this  token  suggests  that  it  emanated  from  someplace  in 
New  England  or  New  York,  since  that  is  where  all  but  one  of  the  other  listed  tokens  with  this  reverse  emanated  from. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  the  “Camp  Dewey”  stamps  (one  of  which  is  illustrated  below)  depicting  Admiral 
Dewey  to  the  left  and  a battleship  in  the  center,  are  the  stamps  referred  to  on  the  token.  However,  Camp  Dewey  was 
not  established  until  1916.  It  was  located  at  Prudence  Island,  Rhode  Island  (near  New  London,  Connecticut,  which  is 
the  location  cited  on  the  stamps),  and  was  one  of  the  training  schools  for  the  U.S.  Junior  Naval  Reserve.  It  seems 
\ ery  unlikely  that  these  stamps,  w hich  have  “10c”  denominations  and  are  found  in  various  colors,  have  any 
connection  with  the  token.

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ADVERTISING  CELLULOID  FINBACK  BUTTONS 


Although  celluloid  was  invented  in  the  1860s,  the  first  celluloid  pinback  buttons  were  not  produced  until  1896.  The 
patent,  which  uas  issued  that  year,  was  owned  by  the  Whitehead  and  Hoag  firm  of  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  by  the  time  of 
Admiral  Dewey’s  \ ictor>',  that  company  was  extensively  manufacturing  pinbacks. 

Many  celluloid  pinback  buttons  were  produced  with  Dewey’s  portrait.  Most  were  patriotic  in  nature,  but  a number  of 
business  establishments  issued  them  to  advertise  their  products  or  services.  Since  many  token  collectors  also  have  an  interest 
in  pinbacks,  it  seems  appropriate  to  mention  them  here  even  though  they  are  not  really  numismatic.  Representative  examples 
arc  illustrated  below. 

Most  advertising  pinbacks  having  Dew'ey’s  portrait  (or  mentioning  him)  arc  scarce  or  rare.  The  notable  exception  is 
the  one  issued  by  the  Prudential  Insurance  Company,  which  is  easily  obtainable.
